Both Mohammed Omar and Robert Fulford-Brown have done a 
lot of useful work and great interest is being shown not only by Frank 
Southard but also by Strum and Mohammed Haider Ghalloum, all of 
whom are with the Central Bank of Kuwait and’ are doing most of the 
work on the paper currency aspect. You will be interested to hear 
that StrUm has received a letter from Southard in which he relates your 
conversation with him. We willhelp to draw the specification upon 
which the tenders are to be. based, not forgetting the inclusion of 
sensitised feel for SSI. This may very well be included in the call 
for tenders, The quantities of the order will amount to 185 million notes. 


Thank you for your help. Perhaps you would be kind enough 
to ask someone to write concerning the arrangements for our friend 
Mukhaizeen.

Mr. Bader al-Mukhaizeem (b. 1946), his wife (Hind, pronounced 
Hint, b. 1950) and daughter (Reem, b. 5/26/74) arrived at 
Dulles Airport at 1:40 P.M. on Saturday, June 5, on PAA 107. 
They were transferred to the Washington Hilton Hotel (Room 
9113) in a Carey limousine. The Deputy Director is of medium 
height (5'8"), medium skin, small mustache and glasses. He 

is very pleasant and agreeable in both appearance and personality. 
His command of English is modest, but his understanding and 
speaking are adequate for communication. He is looking forward 
to his language training program at the University of Dallas. 
He is a graduate of the University of Alexandria, Egypt, in 
Accounting. He is one of five brothers and four sisters. 


His wife is a very attractive young woman, a graduate of the 
University of Kuwait, a teacher of Geography, and a very alert 
person. Her spoken English is more modest than her husband's, 
but her comprehension is almost equal. Neither should have 
any problem in getting about in the community. She is one of 
seven sisters and one brother who is at the University of 
Wisconsin. 


The child is alert, bright, walking well and very well behaved. 
The parents chose not to have a baby-sitter, so Reem accompanied 
us to the ballet, the tours and at meals. Her initial shyness 
gradually vanished, and she came to me "uncle" in Arabic. 

I arranged the purchase of a folding stroller which proved a 

great success. She is very fond of chicken, rice, fruit salad 

and Coca-Cola. The parents chose either orange juice or Coca-Cola 
and prefer tea to coffee. No alcohol or pork. 


They enjoyed enormously the Royal Ballet's performance of 
"Manon", the extended tour of Washington and the chance to dine 
with friends from the Embassy of Kuwait on Sunday evening. I 
cancelled the proposed evening program to facilitate this. We 
stopped at my home during the Sunday tour, and I changed the

Monday lunch from the Metropolitan Club to the Chevy Chase 

Club to accommodate wife and daughter, as well as the 1:00 P.M. 
checkout time at the hotel. They used the reservations which I 
had made on United Air Lines to Denver, where they were being 
met by friends at the University of Colorado (Boulder). 


The Deputy Director visited his Embassy at 11:00 A.M. on Monday, 
June 7, for an hour. The Counselor is an old friend. We went 
then to the very busy Cultural Office of Kuwait, where I was 
introduced to three more friends, all officials in the diplomatic 
service. The chief responsibility of the Office is to keep track 
of trainees and university students in the U.S. from Kuwait, 
Bahrain, Qatar and the United Emirates, who number 807. These 
are the Gulf States which will participate in the unified currency 
project which the Central Bank of Kuwait will manage. He was 
provided with ID and hospitalization cards. 


The arrangements for the training in the U.S. were made by 

the Central Bank. Neither the Department of State nor the 
Embassy knew of his arrival. Our advising of the visit was 
much appreciated. The Central Bank had requested the training 
course for him at the Bank of America but had not received a 
reply by the time of his departure. He plans to stay in a hotel 
first and then look for a furnished apartment in Dallas and San 
Francisco. He now plans to rent an automobile during his stay 
in both cities, rather than to purchase a vehicle. He was 
enthusiastic about returning via New York, and is now thinking 
about buying two 1977 models to have shipped back to him. His 
wife wants a Pontiac Grand Prix for herself. 


The opportunity to discuss ABN-SSI first arose on the drive in 

from the airport. He is most interested and would appreciate 
additional information. The possibility of seeing a machine in 
operation in January, 1977 was appealing. He hopes to visit the 
Federal Reserve Bank in San Francisco. I suggested the advisability 
of making a similar visit in New York. We agreed to remain in con- 
tact during his stay. The availability of assistance from our 
agents is appreciated, and I would evaluate the brief Washington 
stay as a successful introduction to the United States.
